Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 



basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bradley et al (US 
5,040,589). 

Bradley et al disclose a metal flow system for using in pressure casting in a thixotropic 
state, using a casting machine having a mold or die (23, 25) in which defines a casting cavity, 
wherein the system includes a tool means which defines at least one runner (53) (col. 8, lines 40- 
46) from which molten metal is able to be injected into the die cavity, and wherein the flow 
system is of a form providing for control of metal flow velocities therein whereby substantially 
all of the metal flowing throughout the die cavity is in a viscous or semi-solid state (abstract). 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Laxmanan et al (US 
5,787,959). 

Laxmanan et al disclose a metal flow system for using in pressure casting in a thixotropic 
state, using a casting machine having a mold or die (12) in which defines a casting cavity (42), 
wherein the system includes a tool means which defines at least one runner (col. 4, lines 49-51) 
from which molten metal is able to be injected into the die cavity, and wherein the flow system is 
capable of providing control of metal flow velocities therein whereby substantially all of the 
metal flowing throughout the die cavity is in a viscous or semi-solid state (col. 2, lines, 19-20).
